SOLDIERS BLOCK 
MINERS’ PLANS 


Mass Meeting on West Vir­ 
ginia Capitol Grounds 
Prevented by State 
Militia 


CHARLESTON, W. Va., Sept. 7.— 
Five thousand West Virginia miners 
from the Paint and Cabin Creek dis­ 
tricts, fifteen miles away, returned 
from their hills today. 
The state 
troops prevented their proposed gath­ 
ering last night 
on 
the 
capital 
grounds. 
They had come from the 
mines to demand of Governor Glass­ 
cock the abolition of the guard sys­ 
tem. 
But the governor had feared that 
such a demonstration would further 
complicate the situation in his state, 
in one section of which the examin­ 
ation has been suspended by martial 
law’. 
The mine operators argued that 
such a demonstration w’as unneces­ 
sary. 
They declare that the street 
parade last night did not add 
any 
strength, to the contention of 
the 
miners. 
Confronted by a cordon of 
soldiers at the 
state house, 
the 
miners quickly changed their plan 
and marched to the Kanawha court 
house, where they held their meet­ 
ing at which “ Mother” Jones, 80, 
was the chief speaker.
